The Montgomery Advertiser in 
Sunday’s issue, expresses great 
disappointment in Governor hm- 
mott O'Neal. It will be remem- 
bered that the Advertiser was one 
of the first newspapers in the state 
to ciampion the cause of Mr, 
O’Noa' when he became a candi- 
date for governor of Alabama. 
Its support of his candidacy and 
of his policies bas been loyal and 
gtrong. Notwit! standing its fi- 
delity and friendship to the gov- 
ervor, it is forced to admit its dis- 
appointment and disapproval. 
It charges the control of a politi- 
calcabal. Read what it says: 

‘At the very incipience of his 
campaign for the nomination the 
argument was made against Gov. 
O’Neal’s leadership by some of 
the papers opposing him that it 
elected Governor, he would be too 
much under the influesnee of a 
certuin caval of politicians, who 
have never had much following 
in the state at large and etill less 
admiration among the rank aud 
file of the people. 

The Advertiser vigorously com- 
batted that argument, and point- 
ed out that the Governor was no 
more to be blamed for some of the 
Supporters who had attached 
themselves to his cause} than was 
Mr. Mallory for some of his ex- 
treme supporters. Tt 
er did not beleive that Mr. O'Neal, 
as Governor, would be influenced 
to any improper degree by any 
cabal, but that on the contrary,as 
a man of high impulses and of 
long acquaintance with Alabama 
men and affairs, he would be 
deaf to any cabal or gelfseeck- 
ers, that he would be in con- 
stant sympathy with all party 
leaders of the highest char 
acterand ability, who had much 
to do with his success. Governor 
O'Neal in his public speeches 
frequently implied the same thing, 
and was nominated Governor in 
spite of some of the friends hy had 
unfortunately maae, 

Since his inauguration a cabal 
of political machinators has set- 
tled down in Montgomery, and it 
is coustantly rumored that this

cabal has said and done many 


imprudent things indicating a 
much stronger hold upon the Gov- 
ernor than he could efford to let 
it exercise. Yet, one by one, 
events have occurred, appoint- 
ments have been made, jchanges 
have been brought about, which 
have given too much color to the 
reported boasts of this cabal. 
The Governor by his owf course 
in various matters has strengthen- 
ed the belief that he is entirely 
too susceptible to the suggestions 
of that cabal.”’ 

The Advertiser makes a further 
indictment and urraignment of 
the governor saying thas he has 
yielded too much to the machina- 
tions of men seeking to establish 
in Alabama an oligarchy. It says 
further in the same artiele;: 

‘‘Unquestionably he has redeem- 
eda number of fancied or real 
political obligations at too great 
a cost tothe public service. He 
has sometimes torgotten that 
public office is a public trust. 
Apparently he has yielded too 
much to the machinations of the 
cratty, self-selected, self-seeking 
men who have tried to establish 
an oligarchy here.’’ 

Just listén what the Advertiser 
says of the governor, notwith- 
Standing 1b says it is yet the 
yovernor’s friend. What has this 
cable done? 

‘They have already embarrassed 
his administration, caused him 
unnecessary trouble in guiding 
the Legislature into redeeming 
the platform, and are plac- 
ing him in a wrovg attitude be- 
fore the people of this great state. 
It is time a halt be calied.”’ 

Time to ca'l a halt and time 
for plain talk, says the Advertiser, 
the still good frieud of the goy- 
ernor It must indeed be embar- 
rassing to the Advertiser to ad- 
mit the great blunders of Govern- 
or O'Neal, but it does it upon 
grounds of expediency, it says: 

“The Advertiser regrets that it 
feels it a duty to talk so plainly 
but there are times when plain 
talk is expedient.’’
